value of liver used for food 
in cases of anaemia might have 
made a few physicians enorm- 
ously rich, byt the knowledge 
was dispensed without price un- 
less we count the profits which 
went to the meat dealers. While 
I am on the subject of animal 
experimentation, I want to say 
this; animals experimented on 
are not made to suffer unduly. 
They contract a disease or are 
inoculated with a disease from 
which humans suffer and then 
efforts are made to cure them, 
so that we may know how to 
treat humans with the same 
disease. 
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GREAT many of the experi- 

ments are done on rats, be- 
cause you can get the effect on 
many generations in a_— short 
time. What is inore valueless 
than a rat. unless used in this 
way? If we ever learn enough 
about cancer to know how to 
cure and prevent it, it will be 
accomplished by experiments on 
rats and mice and guinea pigs. 
Now, I have that off my chest 
and will resume the subject of 
anaemia.

houge will help you make the 
too-long nose appeer shorter if 
you witl blend just a little of the 
color carcfully over the under- 
neath tip and edges of the nos- 
trils. It will tend to shadow the 
lower part of the nose and give 
the illusion of shapeliness, Blend 
the rouge very lightly, however, 
since you do not want the color 
to be noticeable. Be sure io 
powder over it. 

If your nose is short and 
broad, you can give it a more 
classical appearance by shading 
the sides ever so carefully with 
rouge before you apply vour 
powder. In this case you wiil 
also want to carry your eye 
shadow and make-up well into 
the inside corners and up on the 
sides of your nose. 

You can likewise make the 
sagging chin seem neater, by 
blending a little rouge into the 
underneath - part. 
prefer to Use a mauve tinted 
powder on their sagging or 
doubie chin, before applying 
their regular shade. It has the 
same shading effect as the 
rouge, and is somewhat easier 
for the amateur to apply. 

Large noses or double chins 
are made less noticeable by 
avoiding center parts in the 
hair. If you happen to have one 
or both, part your hair on one 
side and draw it slightly back 
over the center of the forehead 
and opposite temple, then dip it 
coyly into soft waves, ringlets or 
bangs, leaving your ears exposed 
if you wish. Compensate for 
your rather conspicuous features 
by wearing your hair in a soft 
knot of ringlets rather low on 
your neck. 

Avoid too hivzh or extreme 
necklines: A very high neckline 
tends to concentrate the interest 
directly on the face. If your 
nose is large or your chin less 
shapely than it should be, year 
low necklines. generously round- 
ed, slightly diagonal, square or 
a V that is not too extreme. A 
collar or soft scarf knotted 
loosely at one side will add in- 
terest and make your ensemble 
more attractive. 

There is a suggestion that I 
should’ repeat if you want a 
lovely nose. Watch out ‘for 
colds. They cause the nose to 


swell and become red and leaky. 


If you feel that you are taking 
a cold, take a laxative and warm 
bath and go to bed. Often a 
complete rest for a few hours 
will give your body the resist- 
ance needed to avert a cold. Do 
not blow your nose violently, as 
this tends to enlarge the nos- 
trils, 


ANSWER TO QUERY 

Dear Miss Hunt: I use a liquid 
rouge and lip color. I have used 
this particular brand for years 
and wouldn’t change for any- 
thing. I have one problem, 
however—that is, applying the 
color evenly over the right area. 
If I get the color where it should 
not be, then I have to wash my 
face and start all over again.

Now put four cups of sugar, a 
scant cup of white corn syrup 
and two-thirds cup evaporated 
milk in a heavy kettle, stir to 
blend well, heat slowly until the 
sugar is melted, then boil briskly 
until a thick syrup is formed. 
Add two cups evaporated milk 
slowly, keeping the mixture boil- 
ing and cook until the candy 
forms a firm ball in cold water. 
Stick the apples on wooden 
skewers, dip in the caramel mix- 
ture and twirl to get rid of the 
excess candy and make smooth. 
Stand the apples in some re- 
ceptacle that will allow them to 
dry without marring the coat- 
ing.

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eRANCE aiso has a priast 

whose position is one of re- 
ligions and political significance. 
He is Monsigneur Charles Jo- 
seph Eugene Ruch, the most he- 
role of wartime priests. Not so 
long ag>, Mgr. Ruch was elected 
to the French Academy of Sci- 
ences im suceession to Jules Jus- 
serand, former French Ambas- 
sador to Washington. 

At the outbreak of the World 
War, although 41 years old, Mer. 
Ruch enhsted and asked for 
front tine duty as a chaplain. 
He served with the 20th Corps, 
showing heroic devotion during 
the retreat which followed the 
Battle of Morhange in 1914. At 
that time he went out between 
the lines and helped pick up the 
wounded. carrying two men at a 
time over his shoulders to the 
field hospital. 

On another occasion, he 
Watched a French artillery bat- 
tery in its gallant effort to with- 
draw from position under a ter- 
rible German bombardment. 
Mer. Ruch saw that the troops 
were in difficulties, with most 
of the men wounded, so he raced 
in and harnessed the horses to 
several cannon himself and 
drove them to safety. For that 
bit of heroism he was awarded 
the Croix de Guerre and later 
the medal of Knight of the Le- 
gion of Honor was pinned upon 
his coat as he stood in the 
trenches with the men he had 
aided. 

Again, during the bombard- 
ment of Neville-St. Vast, Mer. 
Ruch, cane in hand, plodded 
through the frontline trenches 
comforting the dying and when 
it became necessary, he even 
took up a rifle to keep off the 
Germans. 

When Alsace was won back to 
France in 1918, it became neces- 
sary for, the French government 
to name Bishops to Strasbourg 
and to Metz, in accordance with 
a concordat eoverning the 
church in these eastern prov- 
inces. A list of four candidat s 
Was submitted to Clemenceau. 
who did not hesitate a second 
before picking the name of Mer. 
Ruch. “He is the man I name. 
for he has merited the best the 
best the nation can offer,” said 
the late atheist Tiger.
